All About... 


6GHi! I'm Mrs Sparrowhawk. Like 
Kestrel, I'm a small bird of prey, 
but she belongs to the falcon 
family and | am a hawk. Do | eat 
sparrows? Well, yes, | do, 
sometimes, but | also eat lots of 
other small woodland and 
hedgerow birds, like finches, Blue 
tits, thrushes and Starlings. 

You probably haven't seen me 

or my relatives very often — that's 
because, when we're not hunting, 
we keep out of sight, hidden in 
woods and copses all over the 
British Isles. We are expert 
hunters — we can dart through the 
trees and bushes or along hedges 
at high speed after prey.99 


We Sparrowhawks have shortish, broad wings, a 
long, square-ended tail, long yellow legs, a small 
head with yellow eyes and a sharp, hooked bear. 
Even though I am quite a bit bigger than the ‘acls 

(I'm about 38cm long, he’s 30cm), I'm eh 
than a crow or a Magpie. My upperparts are pon 
brown and my breast and the underside of oe 

wings are light brown with darker streaks. 


COURTING DISPLAYS > 

You won’t see a Sparrowhawk hovering over a 
roadside verge, like Kestrels do. The only 
times you are likely to catch a glimpse of one 
is when it is speeding along a hedgerow or 
round the edge of a wood, in search of a meal. 
Or, you might see me in the mating season 
when Sparrowhawks make flying displays 
above the woods where they nest. Keep an eye 
out in February and March, when the females in 
particular soar with their wings held flat and 
slightly forward and then spiral down towards 
the trees. At this time of year, they also make a 
bouncing kind of flight along the treetops. 


The male has blue-grey wing and back 
feathers and his underparts are reddish brown 
streaked with dark brown. We both have dark 
bars on our tail. With its long, pointed wings, a 
falcon, like Kestrel, could have trouble trying 
to fly through a thickly planted wood. But our 
short, rounded wings allow us to dart between 
tree trunks and branches. When we perch, we 
hold ourselves bolt upright, keeping a sharp 
eye on what’s going on around us.

OUT OF THE WOODS 
Although most Sparrowhawks 
surprise their prey in woods or 
along hedgerows, people have 
also reported seeing them 
snatching a House martin from 
under the eaves of a house and 
a young Moorhen from a pond. 


PESTICIDE PERILS 
The Sparrowhawk used to be the 
most common hawk in the British 
Isles. Then, in the 1950s, naturalists 
realized that there were fewer 
Sparrowhawks about and by the 
1960s they were no longer a common 
sight in any county in Britain. 

Experts found that the Sparrowhawk 
and Peregrine falcon (shown right) were 
disappearing because of certain 
pesticides, called organochlorines, 
which were used in crop sprays and 
sheep dips. The birds of prey were 
affected by the pesticides when they 
ate small birds which were already 
poisoned by them. These pesticides 
did not kill the Sparrowhawks, but they 
caused their eggshells to be so thin 
that they easily broke. So, fewer 
and fewer chicks were being reared. 

Laws were passed to cut down the 
use of some of these pesticides and to 
ban others. As a result, Sparrowhawks 
started to breed successfully again 
and their numbers increased. There 
are now about 43,000 pairs, all over 
the British Isles.

AMBER

Many stones that look quite 
boring on the outside are much 

more exciting if you put them under a 
microscope. This thin slice of gabbro 
reveals its multi-coloured minerals. 


STONEGRAFT 


You will need: 
_\ stones of various sizes, strong clear glue. 


q Collect lots of stones of different 
shapes — fat ones, long thin ones, 
round ones, and so on. Wash 
them thoroughly and let them 
dry out for at least a day. 


Q Play around with the 
stones and see what kind of weird animals you 
can make. Then glue the different body parts 
together. Build your collection up into a family 
of stone creatures. 


STONE DOORSTOP 


If you've got a door in the house that’s always 
propped open, design your own doorstop. Or 

you might prefer to use it as a paperweight - 

use a smaller stone in this case! 

You will need: 

large stone, felt tip pen, paints, varnish, paint brush. 


q Find a big, smooth stone. Wash it and let it dry. While it's 
drying, work out what kind of design you'd like to paint on it. 
It could be a picture of your house, or your pet — or a 
Farthing Wood character, of course! 


RQ When the stone is quite dry, carefully 
draw on your design in felt tip pen. 
Colour in the design with paint, or felt tip 
pens. Leave it to dry for a day, then paint 
some varnish on top to seal the picture. 


This is a game to play at the seaside, or near a 
lake where there are lots of round, flat pebbles. 


If you’re any good, and the pebble hits the 
water at a flat angle, it should bounce 
across the surface. The better you get, the 
more bounces your stone will make. It 
takes lots of practice though! 


Stand near the water’s edge and hold a 

pebble between your thumb and forefinger. 
Swing your arm sideways towards the water, and 
let go of the pebble at the last moment. You're 
trying to throw the pebble as flat as possible. 


PEBBLE PETANQUE 


Petanque (pet-onk) is a French game often played by 
old men in the village square. It’s a bit like English 
bowls. Have a go and you’ll be hooked! 

You need to find a small pebble and two roundish 
stones per player. (Avoid arguments by marking your 
own stones with your initials in paint!) 
Mark a line in the garden or backyard to 
stand behind. One person throws the ‘jack’ 
(the small pebble) a few metres away. 


OA 
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The first player rolls her ‘boules’ (these 

are the larger stones, the word is 
pronounced ‘bool’), one by one, over the 
ground, aiming at the jack. Then the other 
players have their turns. Whoever’s boule is 
closest to the jack wins two points, the next 
best gets one point.
